W a sh in g t o n , February 27th.—Prior to 10 
o’clock this morning admiseion to the Capitol 
was refused to all except members of the 
houses of Congress and their employes ; but 
at that hour the doors were thrown open to 
persons holding tickets to the memorial ser­ 
vices of tbe late James A. Garfield, and soon 
the galleries of the House were filled to their 
utmost capacity. A large majority of the 
! pectators, out of respect to the occasion, 
had for the most part discarded bright colors, 
and 
SOM11RE BLACK WAS THE PREVAILING HUE. 
There were no signs of mourning in the 
hall. A full length portrait of the late 
President hung just back of the chairs of the 
presiding officers, being itself undraped. The 
members of the House were early in atten­ 
dance, all being arrayed in black. In the 
lobby, 
back of tbe Speaker’s desk, 
the marine band was stationed, aud at 
intervals, from 10 o’clock until noon, dis­ 
coursed solemn music. Among the distin­ 
guished guests, the first to arrive were Judge 
Bancroft and Admiral Worden, who took 
seats directly in front of the Clerk’s desk. 
Among the gue3ts who at an early hour occu­ 
pied seats upon the floor were General B. 
Schenck, Foster of Ohio, Hamilton of Mary­ 
land, and Governors Hoyt of Pennsylvania 
and Bigelow of Connecticut. At ll:30Genera!s 
Sherman,Sheridan, Hancock, Howard, Meigs, 
Admirals Animen, 11 odgers and Rogers en­ 
tered, and were assigned seats to - the left of 
the Speaker’s desk, anda few moments later 
members of the diplomatic corps, in full re­ 
galia, were ushered in, headed by the Ha­ 
waiian Minister as Dean of the corps. Their 
brilliant costumes ordy served to throw into 
stronger relief the dark attire of the mem­ 
bers of Congress, who in a body sat immedi­ 
ately behind them. The Supreme Court of 
the District, headed by Marshal Perry, were 
the next arrivals. Dr. Bliss was also in at­ 
tendance. Mrs. Blaine occupied a front Eeat 
in the gallery ieser\ed for friends of tho 
President. 
CALLED TO ORDER. 
At precisely 12 o’clock the House was 
called to order by Speaker 
Kiefer, 
and prayer was offered by the Chap­ 
lain. Tho Speaker then said : “ This day 
has been dedicated by tbe action cf the two 
Houses of Congress to services in commem­ 
oration of the life and death of Jame3 Abra­ 
ham Garfield, late Preeident of the United 
States. This Honse is now assembled and 
ready to perform its part." 
The resolutions setting apart to-day for 
memorial services were then read by Clerk 
McPherson. 
DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 
At 12:10 the Senate was announced, and all 
rose as the Senators, headed by the officers of 
that body, entered and took their assigned 
seats. Tnese were followed by the Chief 
Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Conrt, dressed in their robes of office. 
Again the assembled multitude arose as 
the President of the United States and his 
Cabinet were announced. They were accom­ 
panied by Senator Sherman aud Represent­ 
ative McKinney, Chairman of the Committee 
of Arrangements. The President took the 
front seat on the right of the presiding 
officer’s chair. 
THE ORATOR OE THE DAY. 
At 12:30 the orator of the day, Janus G. 
Blaine, was announced. 
The ceremonies then opened by a short 
prayer by Chaplain Power of tbe House, 
after which President Davis said : “ This 
day is dedicated by Congress for memorial 
services of the late President of the United 
States, James A. Garfield. I present you 
Hon. James G. Blaine, who has been fitly 
chosen as the orator for thb historical occa­ 
sion.” 
Blaine then rose, and standing at the 
Clerk’s desk, immediately in front of the two 
presiding officers, proceeded with impressive­ 
ness of manner and clearness of tone to de­ 
liver his eulogy from manuscript as follows: 
CAUSE OF THE GATHERING. 
For the Becond time in this generation, the 
great departments of the Government of the 
United States are assembled in the Hall of 
Representatives to do honor to the memory 
of a murdered President. Lincoln fell at the 
close of a mighty struggle, in which the pas­ 
sions of men had been deeply stirred. The 
tragical termination of his greet life added 
another to the lengthened succession cf hor­ 
rors which tad marked too many lintels with 
th8 blood of the first-born. Garfield was 
slain in a day of peace, when brother had 
been reconciled to brother, and when anger 
and hate had been banished from tho land. 
Whoever shall hereafter draw the portrait of 
murder, if he will show it has been exhibited 
where such example was last to have been 
looked for, let him not give the grim visage 
of Moloch, the brow knitted by revenge, the 
face black with settled hate ; let him draw 
rather a decorous, smooth-faced, bloodless 
demon—not so much an example of human 
nature in its depravity aud in its paroxysms 
of crime as an infernal being, a fiend in the 
ordinary display and development of his 
character. 
GABEIELD 8 ENGLISH ANCESTKT. 
From the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply­ 
mouth, to the uprising against Charles I., 
about 2ff000 emigrants came from Old Eng­ 
land to New England. As they came in pur­ 
suit of intellectual freedom and ecclesiastical 
independence rather than for worldly honor 
and profit, the emigration naturally ceased 
when the contest for religious liberty began 
in earnest at home. The man who «truck 


this most effective blow for freedom of con­ 
science by sailing for the Colonies in 1020, 
would have been accounted a deserter to 
leave after 1010. The opportunity had then 
csme on the part of England for that great 
contest which established The authority of 
Parliament to give religious freedom to the 
people, sent Challes I. to the block and com­ 
mitted to the hands of Oliver Cromwell the 
supreme executive power cf England. The 
English emigration plan was never renewed, 
and from these 20,000 men, with a small 
emigration from Scotland and from France, 
are descended the numbers who have New 
England blood in their veins. 
THE HUGUENOTS OF FRANCE. 
In 1685 the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes by Louis XIV. scattered to other 
countries 400,000 Protestants, who were 
among the most intelligent and enterprising 
of the French subjects. They included mer­ 
chants of capital, skilled mechanics and hand 
craftsmen, superior at the time to all others 
in Europe. A considerable number of these 
Huauenot French came to America. A few- 
landed in New England and became honor­ 
ably prominent in its history. Their names 
have in large part beccme Anglicanized or 
have disappeared, but their blood is traceable 
in many of the mOBt reputable families, and 
their fame is perpetuated in honorable me­ 
morials and useful institutions. 
From these two sources—the English Puri­ 
tan and the French Hnguenot—James A. 
Garfield came ; his father, Abraham Garfield, 
being descended from the one, and his mother, 
Eliza Ballon, from the other. It was good 
stock on both sides—none better, none braver, 
none truer. There was íd it an inheritance 
of courage, of manliness, of imperishable 
love of liberty, of undying adherence to prin­ 
ciples. 
Garfield was proud of his blood with as 
much satisfaction as if he were a British 
nobleman, reading his stately ancestral record 
in Burke’s Peerage. He spoke of himself as 
the ninth in descent from those who would 
not endure the oppression of the Stuarts, and 
the seventh in descent from the brave French 
Pretestants who refused to submit to tyranny 
from I.e Grand Monarque. 
GARFIELD NAMES ON TIIE ROLLS OF LIBERTY. 
General Garfield loved to dwell on theso 
traits, and during his visit to England he 
busied himfeelf in discovering every possible 
traca cf his forefathers in the parish records 
and on ancient army rolls. Sitting with a 
friend in the gallery of the House of Com* 
moiiS one night, after a long day’s labor in 
this field of research, he said, with evident 
elation, that in every war in which for three 
centuries patriots of English blood had struck 
a sturdy blow for constitutional government 
and human liberty, his family had been rep­ 
resented. They were at Maratón Moor, at 
Naseby and Preston ; they were at Bunker 
Hill, at Saratoga and at Monmouth, and he 
in his own person had battled for the same 
great cause in the war which preserved the 
Union of the States. 
POVERTY OF THE FRONTIER, NOT CF THE CITY. 
Losing his father before he was two yeais 
old, the early life of Garfield was one cf pri­ 
vation; but his poverty has been made in­ 
delicately and unjustly prominent. Thou­ 
sands of readers have imagined him as the 
ragged, starving child, whose reality too 
Often greets the eye in the squalid sections of 
our large cities. General Garfield’s infancy 
and youth had none of their destitution, none 
of their pitiful appealing to the tender heart 
and to the cpeu hand cf chari’y. He was 
poor in the same sonee in which Henry Clay 
was a poor boy, in which Andrew Jackson 
was a poor boy, in which Daniel Webster 
was a poor boy, and in the same sense in 
which a large majority of tbe eminent men 
of America, in all generations, have been poor 
boys. 
TESTIMONY OF DANIEL WEBSTER. 
Before a great multitude, in a public 
speech, Mr. We lister bore this testimony: “It 
did not happen to mo to be born in a log 
cabin, but my elder brothers and sisters were 
born in a log cabin, raised amid the enow 
drifts c.f New Hampshire, at a period so 
early that when the smoke rose first from its 
rude chimney and curled over the frozen 
hills, there was no similar evidenco of whito 
habitation between it and settlements on the 
rivers of Canada. Its remains still exist. I 
make to it an annual visit. I carry my chil­ 
dren there to teach them the hardships en­ 
dured by the generations which have gone 
before them. I love to dwell on ita tender 
recollections and kindred ties of family.’’ 
THE BROAD AND GENEROUS PIONEER SPIRIT. 
With the requ!site changa^ of ecene the 
same words would apply to the early days of 
Garfield. The poverty of the frontier, where 
all are engaged ia a common struggle, and 
where a common sympathy and a hearty co­ 
operation lightens the burden3 of each, is a 
very different poverty ; different in kind and 
different ia influence and effect from that 
conscious and humiliating indigenes which is 
every day forced to contrast itself with neigh­ 
boring' wealth, on which it feeis a sense of 
grinding dependence. The poverty ef the 
frontier is, iadced, no poverty. I: is bat the 
beginning cf wealth, and has the bouodless 
possibilities of the future always opening be­ 
fore it. iNo man ever grew up in the agri­ 
cultural regions of the West, where a honse- 
raising, or even a corn-husking is a matter of 
common interest and helpfulness, with any 
other feeling than that of broad-minded, gen­ 
erous independence. This honorable inde­ 
pendence marked the youth of Garfield as it 
marks the youth of millions of the best blood 
and brain now training for the future citizen­ 
ship and future government of the Republic. 
Garfield was born heir to tho land and to 
the title of freeholder, which has been the 
patent and passport of self-respect with the 
Anglc-Saxon race, ever since ITeogist aud 
Horsa landed on the shores of England. 
SELF-MADE MANHOOD AND ITS STRENGTH. 
His adventure on the canal, an alternative 
between that and the deck of a Lake Erie 
schooner, was a farmer boy’s device for earn­ 
ing money, just as the New Ergland boy be­ 
gins a possibly greater career by sailing before 
the mast on a coasting vessel, or a merchant­ 
man bound to Farther India or to the China 
Sea. No manly man feels anything of shame 
in looking back to his early struggles with 
adverse circumstances, and co man feels a 
worthier pride than that he has conquered 
the obstacles to his progress. And no one of 
noble mold desires to be looked upon as hav­ 
ing occupied a menial position, as having 
been repressed by a feeling of inferiority, or 
as having suffered the evils of poverty until 
relief was found at the hand of charity. 
General Garfield’s youth presented no hard­ 
ships which family love and family energy did 
not overcome. Life subjected him to no pri­ 
vations which he did not cheerfully accept, 
and left no memories save those which were 
recalled with delight and transmitted with 
profit and with pride. 
Garfield’s early opportunities for securing 
an education were extremely limited, and yet 
they were sufficient to develop in him an in­ 
tense desire to learn. He could read at three 
years of age. Each winter he had the advan­ 
tage of a district school. He read all the 
books he found within the circle of his ac­ 
quaintances. Some of them he learned by 
heart. While yet in childhood he wsg a con­ 
stant sindent of the Bible and became fa­ 
miliar with its literature. 
TOUTH AND EARLIER MANHOOD. 
The early affections and the touching narra­ 
tives and incidents which mingle with all I 
know of the primitive dignity and earnest­ 


ness of his speech, in his mature life, gave ev­ 
idence of his early training. At eighteen 
years of age he was able to teach school, and 
thenceforth arose hii ambition to obtain a 
college education. To this end he b9nt all 
his efforts, working ia the harvest field, at 
the carpenter’s bench, aud in the winter 
season teaching the common schools of the 
neighborhood. While thus laboriously occu­ 
pied he found time to prosecute his studies 
and was so successful that at twenty-two he 
was able to enter the Junior Class at W ill­ 
iams College, then under the presidency of 
the venerable and honored Mark Hopkins, 
who in the fullness of his powers survives 
the eminent pupil to whem he was of ines­ 
timable service. 
The history of Garfield’s life to this period 
presents no new feature. He had undoubt­ 
edly shown perseverance, self-reliance, self­ 
sacrifice and ambition ; qualities which, be it 
said for the honor of our country, are every­ 
where to be found among the young men of 
America. 
EXCEPTIONAL BRILLIANCY. 
But from his graduation at Williams’ on­ 
ward to the hour of his tragical death. Gar­ 
field’s circer was eminent and exceutional. 
Slowly working through his educational 
period, receiving his diploma when twenty- 
four years of age, he seemed at one bound to 
spring into conspicuous and brilliant success. 
Within six years he was successively Presi­ 
dent of a college, State Senator of Ohio, 
Major-General of the Army of the United 
States and Representative to th9 National 
Congress. 
A combinations of honors so 
varied, bo elevated, within a period so brief 
and to a man so young, is without precedent 
or parallel in the liistoty of the country. 
Garfield’s army life was begun with no other 
military knowledge than' such as he had 
hastily gained from books in the few months 
preceding his march to the field. 
Stepping from civil life to the head of a 
regiment, the first order he received whon 
ready to cross the Ohio was to assume com­ 
mand of a brigade, and to operate as an inde­ 
pendent column in eastern Kentucky. His 
immediate duty was to check the advance of 
Humphrey Marshill, who was marching 
down the Big Sandy with the intention of oc­ 
cupying, with other Confederate forcee, the 
entire territory of Kentucky, and of precip­ 
itating the State iuto secession. This was at 
the close of the year 1861. 
THE KENTUCKY CAMPAIGN. 
Seldom, if ever, has a young college pro­ 
fessor been thrown into a more embarrassing 
and discouraging position. He knew ju3t 
enough cf military science, as he expressed it 
himself, to measuro the extent of his igno­ 
rance, and with a handful of meD he was 
marching in rough winter weather, in a 
strange country, among a hostile population, 
to confront a largely superior force under 
command o.f a distinguished graduate of 
West Point, who had seen active and impor­ 
tant service in two preceding wars. 
SUMMING UP ITS RESULTS. 
The result of the campaign is a matter cf 
history. The skill, the endurance, the extra­ 
ordinary energy shown by Garfield ; the 
courage he imparted to Lis men, raw and un­ 
tried as himself ; the measures he adopted to 
increase his force and to create in the enemy’s 
mind exaggerated estimate of his numbers, 
all bore perfect fruit in the routing of Mar­ 
shall, the capture of his camp, the dispersion 
of his force anil the emancipation of an im­ 
portant territory from the control of the Re­ 
bellion. Coming at the close of a long series 
of disasters to tho Union army, Garfield’s 
victory made an unusual and extraordinary 
impression, and in the popular judgment 
elevated the young commander to the rank of 
a military hero. With less thaa 2,000 m*n 
in his entire command, with a mobilized force 
of only 1,100 men and without caution, he 
had met an enemy 5,000 strong and defeated 
them, driving Maiehall’s f jrees successively 
from two strongholds of their own selection, 
fortified with abundant artillery. 
Major-Ganeral Buell, coalman ling tho De­ 
partment of the O’aio, an experienced and 
able soldier of the regular army, published an 
order of thanks and congratulations on the 
brilliant result of the Big Sandy campaign, 
which would have turned the head of a less 
sensible man than Garfield. Buell declared 
'.hat the services had called out, by his action, 
the highest qualities of a soldier. Pre.-id#nt 
Lincoln supplemented these words of praise 
by the more substantial reward of a lirigadier- 
Gencral’s commission, to bear date from the 
day of his decisive victory over Marshall. 
The subsequent military career of. Garfield 
fully sustained its brilliant-beginning. With 
his new commission he was assigned to the 
command of a brigade in tho Army cf the 
Ohio, and took part in the second and de­ 
cisivo day’s fight in the great battle of Shiioh. 
The remainder of tho /ear 1802 was not es­ 
pecially eventful to Garfield, nor was it to tea 
armies which he wa3 serving. 
PLAIN AND PRACTICAL WORK— FRIENDSHIP OF 
JOSEPH HOLT. 
His practical sense was called into exercise 
in carrying out the ta3k assigned him by 
General Buell of the reconstruction of bri­ 
gades and the re-establishing of the lines of 
railway communication for the army. His 
occupation ia this useful but not brillisnt field 
was varied by other service at the headquar­ 
ters. He won a valuable reputation, attract­ 
ing notice and securing tbe approval of the 
able and eminent Judge Advocate-General of 
the army. That of itself was a warrant to 
honorable fame, for among the great men 
who, in those trying days, gave themsolves 
with entire devotion to the service of their 
country, one of tho30 who brought to that 
service the ripest learning, the most fervid 
eloquence, tbe most varied attainments, who, 
in the day of triumph, sat reserved and silent 
and grateful, was Joseph Holt of Kentucky, 
who, in his retirement, enjoys the respect 
and veneration c f all who love the union of 
States. 
Early ia 1863 Garfield was assigned to the 
highly important ani responsible post of 
Chief of Staff to General Rosecraos, then at 
the head of the Arm; of the Cumberland. 
Perhaps in a great military campa’gn no 
subordinate officer requires sounder judg­ 
ment and quicker knowledge than the Chief 
of Stiff of the Commanding General. An 
indiscreet man in such a position can sow 
more discord, breed more jealousy and dis­ 
seminate more rubbish than any other officer 
in the entire organization. 
TACT AND JUDGMENT. 
When General Garfield assumed his new 
duties he found various troubles already well 
developed and seriously affecting the Army 
of the Cumberland. The energy, the impar- 
tialil y and tact with which he songht to allay 
these dissensions, and to discharge the duties 
of his new and trying position, will always 
remain as one of the most striking proofs of 
his great versatility. 
His military duties closed on the memor­ 
able field of Chicamanga, a field which, how­ 
ever disastrous to the Union arms, gave to 
him an occasion of winning imperishable 
laurels. The very rare distinction was ac­ 
corded him of a great promotion, from his 
bravery on a field that was lost. President 
Lincoln appointed him a Major-General in 
the army of the United States, for gallant 
and meritorious conduct in this battle of 
Chicamauga. 
The Army of the Cumberland was reorgan­ 
ized under the command of General Thomas, 
who promptly offered General Garfield one of 
its divisions. He was extremely desirous to 
accept the position, but was embarrassed by 


the fact that he had the year before been 
elected to Congress, and the tim9 when he 
must take his seat waa drawing near. 
PRESIDENT LINCOLN'S ADVICE. 
He preferred to remain in the military ser­ 
vice, and had" within h¡3 own breast the 
largest confidence of success in the wider 
field which his new rank opened to him. 
Balancing the arguments on the one side and 
the other, anxious to determine what was for 
the best, desirous above all things to do hie 
patriotic duty, he was decisively influenced 
by the advice of President Lincoln and Sec­ 
retary Stanton, both of whom assured him 
that he could at that time be of special value 
in the House of Representatives. 
He resigned his commission of Major-Gen­ 
eral on the 5th of December, 1863, and took 
his seat in the House of Representativos on 
the Stb. He had Berved two years and four 
months in the army, and had just completed 
his thirty-second year. 
THE WAR CONGRESS. 
The Thirty-eighth Congress is pre-emi­ 
nently entitled in history to the designation 
of the War Congress. It was elected while 
tho war was raging, and every member was 
chosen upon the issues involved in the con­ 
tinuance of the struggle. The Thirty-seyenth 
Congress had, indeed, legislated to a large ex­ 
tent on war measures, but it was chosen be­ 
fore any one believed that the secession of 
the States would be actually attempted. 
The magnitude of work which felt upon its 
successor was unprecedented, both in respect 
to the vast sums of money raised for the sup­ 
port of the aimy and navy, and of the new 
and extraordinary powers of legislation, 
which it was forced to exercise. Only twen­ 
ty-four States were represented, and one hun­ 
dred and eighty-two members were upon its 
roll. 
UNTRIED, ENTERING AMONG PARTY LEADERS. 
Among these were many distinguished 
party leaders on both sides, growing gray in 
the public service, with established reputa­ 
tion for ability, and T.ith that skill which 
comes only frc-m long parliamentary exr 
perienne. Into this assemblage of mea Gar­ 
field entered, without special preparation, 
aud, it might also be said, unexpectedly. 
The question of taking command of a di­ 
vision of troop3 trader General Thomas, or 
taking his seat in Congress, was kept open 
till tho last moment; so late, indeed, that 
the resignation of his military commission 
aud his appearance in the House were al­ 
most contemporaneous. He wore the uni­ 
form of a Major-General of the United 
States Army on Saturday, and on Monday 
he appeared in civilian’s dress. He answered 
to the rol-lcall as a Representative in Con­ 
gress from the Stat9 of Ohio. 
. 
He was especially f srtuaate ia the con 
stituency which elected him. Descended al­ 
most entirely from New England stock, the 
mer. of Ashtabula District were intensely 
radical on all questions relating to human 
rights, well educated, thoroughly intelligent 
in affair?, • tcutely di.-cerning of character, 
not quick to bestow confidence and slow to 
withdraw it. They wera at onc3 the most 
hopeful and most exacting of supporters. 
Their tenacious trust in men in whom they 
have oD ce confided is ii’rastrated by the un­ 
paralleled fact that K isha Whittlesey, Joshua 
R, Giddirgs and Janies A. Garfield repre­ 
sented the District for fifty-four years. 
CRUCIAL TESTS IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA­ 
TIVES. 
There is r.o test of a man’s ability in any 
department of public life more severe than 
service in the House of Rcpnsentatives. 
There is no place where so little deference ie 
paid to reputation previously acquired or to 
eminence won outside; no place where so 
little consideration is shown for tho feplings 
or failures of beginners. If a man gains in 
the House he gains by sheer force of his own 
character, and if he loses and falls back he 
must expect no mercy, and will receive no 
sympathy. It is a field in which the “ survi­ 
val of the strongest" is the recognized rule, 
and where no preteme can be allowed, and no 
glamor can mislead. The real man is ciis 
covered, his worth is impartially weighed, 
his rank is irrevocably decided. 
With possibly a single exception, Garfield 
waa the youngest member of the House when 
he entered, and was but peven years from his 
college graduation ; but he had not been in 
his eeat sixty days before his ability waa 
recognized and his place conceded. 
He 
stepped to the front with the confidence of a 
man who belonged there. The House was 
crowded with strong men of both parties. 
Nineteen of them have since been transferred 
to tbe Senate, and many of them have served 
with distinction in the gubernatorial chaira of 
their respective States and on foreign mia- 
sions of great consequence. Yet among all 
none grew so rapidly, none so firmly as Gar­ 
field. 
RESERVE FORCE— INVINCIBLE ENERGY. 
He succeeded because all the world in con­ 
cert could Dot have kept him in tbe back­ 
ground, and because, when once iu front, he 
played his part with a prompt intrepidity, 
and a commanding ease that were but the 
outward symptoms of the immense reserves 
of energy on which it was in his power to 
draw. Indeed, the apparently reserved fcrce 
which Garfield possessed was one of his great 
characteristics. He never did so well, but 
that he seemed that he could easily have done 
better. He never expended so much strength 
but that he seemed to be holding additional 
power at call. This is one of the happiest «Dd 
rarest distinctions of an active leader, and 
often counted for as much in persuading an 
assembly as the elcquent and elaborate argu­ 
ment which distinguished his services in the 
House of Representatives. 
His military life, illustrated by honorable 
performance and rich in promise, wa1, as he 
himself felt, prematurely terminated and 
necessarily incomplete. Speculation as to 
what he might have done in a field where 
the great prizes are eo few, cannot be profit­ 
able. It is snfficient to say that as a soldier 
he did his duty bravely'; he did it intelli­ 
gently ; he won an enviable fame, and he re­ 
tired from the service without a blot or breath 
against him. 
As a lawyer, though admirably equipped 
for the profession, he can scarcely bo said to 
have entered on ita practice. The few efforts 
made at the bar were distinguished by the 
same high order of talent which he exhibited 
on eviry field in which ho wa3 put to the teat, 
and, if a man may be accepted as a com­ 
petent jndge of hia own capacities and adap­ 
tations, tho law was the profession to which 
Garfield should have devoted himself. 
SERVICES AS A LEGISLATOR. 
But fate ordained otherwise, and his Re­ 
publican history will rest largely upon his 
services iu the Houae of Representatives. 
That service was exceptionally leng. Ha was 
nine times consecutively Congressman to the 
House, an honor enjoyed by not more than 
six other Representatives of the more than a 
thousand who have been elected from the 
organization of th9 Government to this hour. 
As a parliamentary orator, as a debater on 
an issue tquarely joined, where the position 
had been chosen and tho ground laid out, 
Garfield must be assigned a very high rank ; 
more so, perhaps, than any man whom he was 
associated with iu public life. He gave care- 
fal and systematic stuly to public questions, 
aid he came to every discussion in wliich he 
took part with elaborate and complete prep­ 
arations. He was a steady and indefatigable 
worker. Those who imagine that talent or 
genius can supply the place or achieve the re­ 
sulta of labor will find no encouragement in 


Garfield’s life. In this preliminary work he 
was ap', rapid and skillful. He pceecssed iu a 
high degree the power of readily abs^bing 
ideas and facts, and, like Dr. JohcsoD, had 
tbe art of getting from a book all that was of 
value ia it by a reading apparently so quick 
and cursory that it seemed like a mere giance 
at the table of contents. 
METHODS AND MCRETS OF HIS ORATORT. 
He was pre-eminently a fair and candid 
man in debate aud took no petty advantage, 
stooped to no unworthy methods, avoided 
personal altercations, rarely appealed to prej­ 
udice, and did not seek to inflame passion. 
He had a quicker eye for the strong point of 
his adversary thau for the weak point, and on 
his own side he so marshaled his weighty 
arguments as to make hia hearers forget any 
possible lack in the complete strength of his 
position. He had a habit of stating his op­ 
ponent’s side with such amplitude of fairness 
anij such significant liberality of concession 
that his followers often complained that he 
was giving his case away ; but never in hia 
prolonged participations in the proceedings 
of the House did he give his case away, or 
fail, in the judgment of competent aud im­ 
partial listeners, to gain the mastery. 
These characteristics which marked Gen­ 
eral Garfield as a great debater did not, how­ 
ever, make him a great parliamentary leader. 
A parliamentary leader, as that term is 
understood wherever free representative gov­ 
ernment exist», ¡a necessarily and very 
strictly the organ of his party. An ardent 
American defined the instinctive wannth of 
patriotism when ho offered the toast, “ Our 
Country—Always right; but right or wrong, 
our country.” A parliamentary leader who 
has a body of followers that will do and dare 
and die for the cause, is one who balieves hia 
party is always tight, but right or wrong, is 
for his party. No more important or exact­ 
ing duty devolves upon him than the selec­ 
tion of the field and the time for contest. 
He must know not merely bo-.v to BÍrike. 
He often skillfully avoids the strength"of his 
opponents’ position and scatters confusion in 
its ranks by attacking an exposed point where 
really the right business of the case and the 
strength of the logical ¡ctrenchmcnts are 
against him. He conquers often both against 
the right and the heavy battalions, as when 
young Charles Fox, in the days of history, 
carried the House of Commons against jus­ 
tice, against immemorial rights, against his 
own convictions (if indeed at that period Fox 
had convictionp), and in the interests of a 
corrupt administration, in obcdienco to a 
tyrannical sovereign, drove Wilkes from the 
seat to khich the electors of Middlesex had 
chosen him and installed Lutlreil iu defiance, 
not merely of law, but of public decency. 
THREE GREAT AMERICAN PARLIAMENTARIANS. 
For an achievement of that kind Garfield 
was disqualified by the texture of his mind, 
by the honesty of his heart, by his conscience, 
and by every instinct and aspiration of his 
nature. The three most distinguished party 
leaders hitherto developed in th¡3 country 
are Mr. Clay, Mr. Douglas and Thaddeus 
SteveDB. Each was a man of consummate 
ability, of great earnestness, and of intense 
personality, differing each from the others, 
and yet with one signal trait in common—the 
power to command. In the gira-aud-take of 
daily discussion, in the art of controlling 
and consolidating reluctant and refractory 
fcllowere, in the skill to overcome all 
forme of opposition andjto meet with confi 
dence aud courage the varying phases of 
an unlooked-for assault or unsuspected de­ 
fection, it would be a difficulty to rank with 
these a fourth name in all our Congressional 
history; but of theso Mr. Clay wa3 the 
greatest. It would, perhaps, be impossible 
to find in the parliamentary annals of the 
world a parallel to Mr. Clay in 1841, when, 
at 64 years of rge, he toolj contrcl of the 
Whig party from a President who had re­ 
ceived their euffrages, against the power cf 
Webster in tbe Cabinet, against the eloquence 
of Choate in the Senate, against tbe hercu­ 
lean efforts of Caleb Cushing and Henry.4. 
Wise in the House. In unshared leadership, 
in the pride and splendor of power, lie hurled 
against John Tyler with the deepest scorn 
tbe mass of that conquering column which 
had swept over tho land in 1S40 and drove 
his Administración to seek shelter behind the 
lines of his political foes. 
Mr. Douglas achieved a victory tcarcely 
less wonderful when, in 1854, against the 
secret desires of a strong admiuis’ralien, 
against the wise counsel of older chiefs, 
agaiust the conservative instinct and even 
the moral sense of the country, he forced a 
reluctant Congre33 into a repeal of the Mis­ 
souri Compromise. 
“ THE GREAT COMMONER.’’ 
Thad. Stevens, iu his contest from 1865 to 
1868, actually advanced his parliamentary 
leadership until Courress tied the hands of 
the President and governed the country by it3 
own will, leaving only perfunctory duties to 
be discharged by the Executive, With 8200,- 
0C0.C00 cf patronage in h:3 hands, at the 
opening of the contest, aided by the active 
force of Seward in the Cabinet, and the moral 
power of Chase on the Bench, Andrew 
Johnson could not command the support of 
oce-third iu either House against the parlia­ 
mentary uprising of which Thaddeu3 Steven3 
was the animating spirit and the unques 
tioned leader. From these three great men 
Garfield differed radically, differed in quality 
of hia mind and of temperament in the form 
and phase of ambition. He could not do 
what they did, but he could do what they 
could not, and, in the breadth of his Con­ 
gressional work, he left that which will long 
exert a potential influence among men, and 
which, measured by the severe test of post­ 
humous criticism, will secure a mere endur­ 
ing and inore enviable fame. 
GARFIELD’S CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FUTURE. 
Those unfamiliar with Gai field’» industry 
and ignorant of the details of his work, may, 
in some degree, measure them by the annals 
of Congress. No one of the generation of 
public men to which be belonged has con­ 
tributed so much that will be valuable for 
future reference. His speeches are numerous; 
many of them brilliant, all of them well 
studied, carefully phrased and exhaustive of 
the subject they had under consideration. 
Collected from the scattered pages of niuety 
royal octavo volumes cf Congressional rec­ 
ords, th°y would present an incalculable com­ 
pendium of the political history of the most 
important era through which the National 
Government has ever passed. 
When the war legislation—the measures of 
reconstruction, the protection cf human 
right”, the amendments cf the Constitution, 
the maintenance of the public credit, the 
steps toward resumption, the true theories of 
revenue—may be reviewed, unsurrounded by 
prejudice and disconnected from partisaniem, 
the speeches of Garfield will be estimated at 
their true value, and will be fonnd to com­ 
prise a vast magazine of fact and argument, 
of clear analysis and sound conclusion. In­ 
deed, if no other authority were accessible, 
his speeches in the House of Representatives 
from December, 1863, to June, 1880, would 
give a well connected history and complete 
defense of the important legislation of seven­ 
teen eventful years, that constitute his Par­ 
liamentary life. Far beyond that, hia speeches 
would be found to forecast n any great meas­ 
ures which he knew were beyond the public 
opinion of the hour, but which he confidently 
believed woald secure popular approval within 
the period of Ms own lifetime, and by the aid 
of hia own efforts. 


RESEMBLANCES TO SEWARD AND WEBSTER. 
Differing as Garfield does from brilliant 
parliamentary leaders, it is not easy to find 
his counterpart anywhere in tha record of 
American political life. He, perhaps, more 
nearly resembled Mr. Seward in hie supreme 
faith iu the all-conquering power of a princi 
pie. He had love of learning and a natisnt 
industry of investigating, to which John 
Quincy Adams owed his prominence ami bis 
Presidency. He had some of those ponder­ 
ous elements of mind which distinguished 
Mr. Webster and which, indeed, in all car 
public life have left the great Massachusetts 
Senator wiafcout a peer. 
In English Parliamentary history, as in our 
own, tho leaders in the Houae of Commons 
present points of essential difference from 
Garfield, but some of his methods recall those 
beat featnres in tbe strong, independent 
course of Sir Robert Peel, and the resem­ 
blance is discoverable in that most promising 
of modern conservatists—who died too early 
for his country and hia fame—Lord George 
Bentinck. He had all of Burke’s love for 
the sublime and beautiful, with possibly 
something of his superabundance, and in his 
faith, in his magnanimity, in his power of 
statement, in his subtle analysis, iu his fault­ 
less logic, in his love of literature, in his wealth 
aDd world of illustration, resembled that 
great English statesman of to-day, Who. con­ 
fronted with obstacles that would daunt any 
but the dauntless, reviled by those whose 
supposed rights he is forced to invade, 
still labors with serene courage for the ameli­ 
oration of Ireland and for the honor of the 
English name, 
Garfield’s nomination to the Presidency, 
while not predicted or anticipated, was not a 
surprise to the country. His prominence in 
Congress, his solid qualities, his wide reputa­ 
tion, strengthened by his then recent election 
as Senator from Ohio, kept him in the public 
eye as a man occupying the very highest 
rango among those entitled to be called states­ 
men. It was no mere chance that brought 
him to this high honor. “ We must," says 
Mr. Emerson, “ reckon success a constitu" 
ticnal trait. If Eric is in robust health and 
has slept well, and is at the top of his condi­ 
tion, and three years old at his departure 
from Sreenwold, he will steer west and bis 
ships will reach Newfoundland. But take 
Eric and put in a stronger aud bolder man, 
and the ships will sail six hundred, one thou­ 
sand, fifteen hundred miles further, and 
reach Labrador and New England. There ia 
no chance in the remit. 
GARFIELD AS A CANDIDATE. 
As a candidate, Garfield steadily grew in 
popular favor. He was met with a storm of 
detraction at the very hour of his nomination, 
and it continued with increasing vrlume and 
momentum till the close of his victorious 
campaign. No might nor greatness in mor­ 
ality can escape censure. 
Calumny the 
whitest virtue strike?. What King so strong 
can tie the gall np in the slanderous tongue? 
Under it all Garfield was calm and strong 
and confident. 
He never lost his self­ 
possession. He did no nnwise act; he spoke 
no hasty or ill-coneidered word. Indeed, 
nothing in hÍ3 whole life is more remarkable 
or more creditable than his bearing through 
those five full months of vituperation. A 
prolonged agony of trial it was to a sensitive 
man and a constant and cruel draft upon the 
powers of moral endurance. The great mass 
of these unjust imputations parsed unnoticed, 
and, with the general debris of the campaign, 
fell into oblivioD . But in a few instances 
the iron entered hia soul, and ho died with 
the injury unforgotten, if mot unforgiven. 
One aspect of Garfield’s candidacy was 
unprecedented. Never before iu the history 
of partisan contests in tuis country has a suc­ 
cessful Presidential candidate spoke freely on 
passing events and current issues. To at­ 
tempt anything cf tho kind seemed novel, 
rash and even desperate. The older class of 
voters recalled the unfortunate Alabama 
letter, in which Mr. Clay was supposed to 
have signed Lis political death-warrant. 
They remembered, also, the hot-tempered 
effusion by which General Scott lost a largo 
share of his popularity before his nomination, 
and the unfortunate speeches which possibly 
consumed its remainder. The younger voters 
had seen Mr. Greeley in a series of vigorous 
and original addresses, preparing a pathway 
fcr hia own defeat. 
L nmindful of these warnings, unheeding 
the advice of his friends, Garfield spoke to 
large crowds as he journeyed to and from 
New Ycrk in August, to a great multitude in 
that city, to delegations and deputations of 
every kind that called at Mentor during the 
summer and autumn, with watchfulness and 
eagerness to catch a phrase that might be 
turned into odium or ridicule, or a sentence 
that might be distorted to his own or his 
party’s injury. Garfield did not trip or halt 
in any one of his seventy speeches. This 
seems all tbe more remarkable when it is re­ 
membered that he did not writs whathesaid, 
and yet he spoke with such logical consecu- 
tivenees of thought, and such admirable pre­ 
cision of phrase, as to defy the accident of 
misreport and the malignity cf misrepresen­ 
tation. 
GABFIEI.D AS PRESIDENT. 
In the beginning of his Presidential life, 
Garfield’s experience did not yield him pleas­ 
ure or satisfaction. The duties that engross 
so large a portion of the President’s time, 
were distasteful to him, and were unfavora­ 
bly contrasted with his legislative work. “I 
have been dealing all these years with ideas,” 
he impatiently exclaimed one day, “and here 
I am dealing only with persons. I have been 
heretofore treating of the fundamental prin­ 
ciples of government, and here I am con­ 
sidering all day whether A or B shall be ap­ 
pointed to this or that office.” 
He was honestly seeking some practical 
way of correcting the evils arising from the 
distribution of the overgrown and unwieldy 
patronage. It was always appreciated and 
often discussed by him, but its magnitude 
had been more deeply impressed upon his 
mind since his accession to the Presidency. 
Had he lived, a comprehensive improvement 
in the mode of appointment and in the tenure 
of office would have been proposed by him, 
and with the aid of Congress, no doubt, 
would havo been perfected. 
But while our executive duties were not 
grateful to him, he was assiduous and con­ 
scientious in their discharge. From the very 
out3et he exhibited administrative talent of 
high order. He grasped the helm of office 
with the hand of a master. In this respect, 
indeed, he constantly eurprised many who 
were intimately associated with him in tbe 
Government and especially those who 
feared that he might be lacking in 
executive faculty. 
His 
dispatch 
of 
business 
was 
orderly 
and 
rapid. 
His power of analyzing and his skill in classi­ 
fication enabled him to dispatch a vast mass 
of detail with a singular promptness and ease. 
His Cabinet meetings were admirably con­ 
ducted. His clear presentation o f official 
subjects; his well considered suggestions of 
topics on which discussion was invited ; his 
quick decision when all had been heard, com­ 
bined to show a thoroughness of mental train­ 
ing as rare as his natural ability and his 
facile adaptation to a new and enlarged field 
of labor. 
With his perfection of detail—an inherit­ 
ance of the war—with a cool calculation of 
the obstacles in his way, and impelled always 
by generous enthusiasm, Garfield conceived 
that much might be done by hia Administra­ 
tion towards restoring harmony between the 


different sections of tbe Union. He was 
anxious to see the South and to speak to the 
people. As early as April he ineffectually 
endeavored to arrange for a trip to Nashville, 
where he had been cordially invited ; and 
again he was disappointed, a few weeks after, 
to find that he conld not go to South Carolina 
to attend the ctHtennial commemoration of 
the victory of Cowmens. 
ARRANGEMENTS TO EFEAK IN THB SOUTH. 
For the autumn he definitely counted upon 
being preseat at three memorable assemblies 
in the South : the celebration at YorktowD, 
the opening of the Cotton Exposition at At­ 
lanta, and the meeting of the Army of the 
. Cumberland at Chattanooga. He was al- 
[ ready turning over in hie miad his address for 
each occasion, sad the three taken together, 
he said to a friend, gave him the exact scope 
aad voyage that he needed. At Yorktown 
he would have before him the associations cf 
a hundred years that bjund the South and 
tbe North in the sacred memory of a common 
danger and a common victory. At Atlanta 
he would present the material interests and 
industrial development which appealed to 
the thrift and independence of every house­ 
hold,. and which should unite the two sections 
by the instinct of self-interest and self-de­ 
fense. At Chattanooga he would revive the 
memories of the war only to show that, after 
all ita disaster and its sufferirg, the country 
was stronger and greater, the Union rendered 
indissoluble, and the future, through the 
agony of the blood of one generation, made 
brighter and better for all the hereafter. 
Garfield's ambition for the success of his 
.Administration was high ; with etrong cau­ 
tion and conservatism in his tature, he was 
in no danger cf attempting rash experiments 
or of resortiDg to emp.iricism of statesman­ 
ship, but he believed that renewed and closer 
attention should bs given to questions affect­ 
ing the material interests and commercial 
prospect of fifty millions of people. 
He believed that our continental relations, 
extensive and developed as they are, involved 
responsibility and could be cultivated iu prof­ 
itable friendship, or he abandoned to harmful 
indifference or to lasting enmity. He be­ 
lieved with equal confidence that an essential 
forerunner to a new era in national progress 
must be a feeling of contentment in every 
section of the Union, and a general belief that 
the benefits aDd burdens of the Government 
would bo common to all. He was himself a 
conspicuous illustration of what ability and 
ambition may do under Republican institu­ 
tion?. He loved his country with a passion of 
patriotic devotioD, and every waking thought 
was given to her advancement. He was an 
American in all his arpiratione, and he loved 
to describe tbe destiny and influence of tha 
United State?, with the philosophical com­ 
posure of Jefferson and demonstrative confi­ 
dence of Join Adam?. 
THE NEW YORK CONFLICT— ISSUES INVOLVED. 
The political events which disturbed tha 
President’s serenity for many weeks before 
that fateful day in July form an Important 
chapter in his career, and in his own jndg> 
ment involved matters of principle, and 
which are vitally essential to the constitu­ 
tion and administration of Federal Govern­ 
ment. It would be out of place here and now 
to speak in language of controversy, hut tha 
events referred to, however they may con­ 
tinue to be a source of contention with others, 
have become, so far as Garfield is concerned, 
as much a matter of history as his heroism at 
Chicamauga, or his illustrious service in the 
House. Detail is not needed, and personal 
antagonism shall not bo rekindled by any 
word uttered to-day. 
The motives of those opposing him are not 
to be hero adversely interpreted, nor their 
course harshly characterized, but of the dead 
President this is to be saiJ, and raid became 
his own speoeh is forever silenced, and he can 
be co in ire heard except through the fidelity 
and love of surviving friends. From the be­ 
ginning to the end cf the controversy so 
much deplored, the President was never for 
one moment actuated by motives of gain to 
himse'f or of loss to others. Least of all 
did he harbor revenge. Rarely did he ever 
show resentment, and malice was not his 
nature. He was congenially employed only 
in the exchange of good offices and the doing 
of kindly deeds. 
There was not an hour, from the beginning 
of the trouble until the fatal shot entered his 
hody, when the President would not gladly, 
for the sake cf promoting harmony, have re­ 
traced any step he had taken, if such re­ 
tracing had merely involved consequences 
personal to himself. The pride of consistency, 
or any supposed sense of humilialion that 
might result from surrendering his position, 
bad not a feather’s weight with biin. No man 
was less subject to such influences from 
witliin cr without, but after most anxious 
deliberation and coole. t suivey of all the cir­ 
cumstance?, he solemnly believed that the 
prerogatives of tho Executive weio involved 
in the issue which had been raised, and he 
would be unfaithful to his supreme obligation 
if he failed to me.intcin in all their vigor the 
constitutional rights and dignities of the 
great office. He believed that in all convic­ 
tions of conscience, when in sound and vig­ 
orous health, and he believed it in his suffer­ 
ing and prostration; iu the last conscious 
thought which his wearied mind bestowed 
upon the transitory struggles oi life. More 
than this need not be said. Les3 than this 
could cot be said in justice to the dead. The 
highest obligation that devolves upon the liv­ 
ing demands the declaration that in all the 
bearings of the subject, certain or possible, 
the Preeident was content in l.is mind, justi­ 
fied in his conscience, and immovable in his 
conclusions. 
RELIGIOUS CHARACTERISTICS AN!) LIBERAL 
VIEWS. 
The religious element in Garfield’s charac­ 
ter was deep and earnest. In his youth ha 
espoused the faith of the Disciples—a sect of 
that great Baptist Communion, which in dif­ 
ferent ecclesiastical establishments are so 
camerons and influential throughout all 
parts of tbe United States. But the broad­ 
ening tendency of his mind and his active 
spirit of inquiry were early apparent and 
drew him beyond the dogmas of the sect and 
the restraints of association. In (electing a 
college in which to continue hia education, he 
did not select Betharty, though presided 
over by Alexander Campbell, the great­ 
est preacher of hi3 church. His reasons 
were 
characteristic : first, that Beth­ 
any leaned too heavily toward Blavery ; 
and second, 
that 
being 
himseif 
a 
Disciple, ami the son of Disciple parents, he 
had little acquaintance with the people of 
other beliefs, and he thought it would make 
him more liberal, quoting hia own words, 
" both in his religious and his general views,” 
to go into a new circle and be ncder new in­ 
fluences. The liberal views which he antici­ 
pated as the result of wider culture were 
fully realized. He was emancipated from 
mere sectional belief, and with eager interest 
he pushed his investigations in the direction 
of modern progressive thought. He followed 
with quickening steps in the paths of the ex­ 
plorations and speculations so fearlessly trod­ 
den by Darwin, Huxley, Tyndall, and other 
living scientists of the radical and advanced 
type. His own church, binding its disciples 
by no formulated creed, but accepting the Old 
and the New Testaments as the word of God 
with unbiased liberty of private interpreta­ 
tion, favored, if it did not stimulate, the spirit 
of investigation.

The reporters who spend half their time 
contradicting the reports which they send 
from W ashington during the other half, do 
cot appear to have perceived at any time 
that their continual changes of statem ent 
are calculated to diminish the public confi­ 
dence in them as faithful historians. 
A 
few dayB ago these reporters stated that 
President A rthur had made up his mind to 
reopen the Porter case, and to reappoint 
Porter to a command. 
This was stated 
categorically, and without the slightest 
reservation, and yet now these extremely 
unreliable persons turn round and say that 
President A rthur has never expressed him­ 
self upon the m atter a t all, but that he is 
more likely to take ground against than for 
Fitz John Porter. 
The most libellous 
statem ent made in this connection is the in­ 
sinuation that G rant’s lately-reported con­ 
version to a belief that Porter was wronged, 
was merely a cunning piece of strategy 
adopted to secure the votes of certain of Por­ 
ter’s friends in the Senate far the bill retir­ 
ing him (Grant). 
I' this was true it would 
make it necessary to regard Grant as capa­ 
ble of one of the basest and most contempt­ 
ible of actions, and therefore such a dam­ 
aging story should r.ot have been put for­ 
ward without support. 
As to what is said 
of Logan’s attitude towards Porter, there 
need be no doubt about it, for Logan is a 
very narrow-minded and spiteful maD, and 
quite incapable of yielding even to tie 
mo-t clear and convincing evidence when 
ouoe his mind has been made up the other 
way. 
He, no doubt, will oppose Porter's 
restoration to the end. 


SEEING THE POINT. 


It appears that the significance of tbe 
expulsion of Bradiangh is just beginning 
to dawn upon the minds of the members 
who voted for th at shameful outrage.

was plainly his duty, as the head of the 
Government, to defend Bradlsugh when 
he was unlawfully assaulted. 
All these

laugh mightily in his canvass, for Eug- 
lishmen bare a rooted veneration for fair 
play, and a man who has been foully dealt 
w ith is certain of their sympathy.

Nothing ia more certain than that this 
country is 
moving 
rapidly towards a 
chronic condition of over-production, in 
consequence of the unwise economic policy 
which controls it. 
For years past the ex­ 
ports of Amelican manufactured goods 
have been decreasing. 
In the teeth of Pro­ 
tection foreign goods have beeu imported 
in larger quantities continually. 
The only 
marked growth in any foreign market has 
occurred in connection with agricultural 
products, and the circumstances of that 
case are such as to make it a cause for 
uneasiness instead of congratulation. 
We 
have, during the past fc-ur or five years, 
been enabled to dispose of an immense 
agricultural surplus abroad : but this has 
bren possible because of a Eeries cf bad 
harvests ia Europe, aud. it ia plain that 
when, a3 is certain to happen, a series of 
good harvests in Europe recurs, the con­ 
tinually-increasing tendency to invest in 
agriculture here will precipitate a collapse 
of our foreign produce markets. 
Less 
than one-tizth of the total area of arabb- 
laud in the United States has been brought 
under the plow, but every year larger areas 
are developed, while great capital, im­ 
proved methods of culture, and enlarged 
meaus of transportation, tem pt perpet­ 
ually towards still broader efforts of this 
kind. 
It is evident that it will at no late 
day become necessary to divert capital 
from agriculture and apply it to safer in­ 
vestments, for it is plain that the food- 
prouucing machinery of the country is 
rapidly outstripping the world’s demand. 
But when we inquire how such a diver­ 
sion of capital is to be effected we arc 
brought face to face with the paralyzing 
influences of our fiscal system, and are 
made to comprehend that for a nation 
which neither has nor can expect to have 
foreign markets, manufacturing cannot be 
regarded as a hopeful or profitable line cf 
industry. 
A t present we are living in a 
tort of Fool’s Paradise. 
Our manufactur­ 
ers have been stimulated by the sudden 
and unexpected increase in the European 
demand for our food-producta. 
The Amer­ 
ican farmer, supported for the time by an 
abnormal European market, is in turn sup- 
p. rtiug the American manufacturers. 
But 
when the Europeau crops are once more 
good this apparent prosperity will disap­ 
pear, and because cur manufacturers are 
dependent 
entirely upon the domestic 
market, th„y will share in the decline of 
agricultural 
prospemy, and 
will oncc- 
more begin to feel the pressure of over- 
prcdnctiou. 
Free Trade gives the country 
that adopts it the whole world for a mar­ 
ket, and thus it cannot be Eeriously in­ 
jured bv any merely local depression. 
But 
Protection, by cutting the countries which 
follow it off from all foreign markets, 
confines them to their domestic consump­ 
tion, and makes each class amoDg them so 
dependent on the other classes that the 
misfortune of one is the calamity of all. 
Some statistics given by David A. Wells 
in a recent lecture before the Brooklyn 
Revenue Reform Club arc very pertinent 
in this connection. 
To show what Protec­ 
tion has failed to do for the country he 
stated th at “ in 1880 cur export of manu- 
“ factored cotton, although wo hold a 
“ monopoly of the raw material, and not 
“ withstanding the efforts of our manufact- 
“ urers, was less in quantity and value than it 
“ was in 1800, or twenty years previous 
Our exports of all kinds of woollens for 
1880 amounted to only §331,000; but 
“ our imports of foreign fabrics of wool for 
“ the Banie yéhr were returned at §30,000, 
“ 000, in addition to 128,000,000 pounds 
of 
foreign 
wools, 
valued 
at 
§23,- 
“ 000,000.” 
Here 
we see how vain 
are 
the 
efforts 
of 
our 
manufact­ 
urers to keep out foreign rivals; in other 
words, we see clearly that Protection doe3 
not protect. 
Mr. Wells points further to 
the carpet trade, about which there has 
been a good deal of boastiug of late. 
The 
figure for that trade for 1880 were : 
Ex­ 
ports, S,541 ; 
imports, 1,443,000 yarus. 
Mr. W ells states that American woollen 
manufacturers actually go over to Eng­ 
land, 
buy 
up 
discarded 
nuehinei y 
which ha3 
been 
flung aside as obso­ 
lete, and bring it over to th¡3 country and 
work it at a profit. 
Of course in all such 
cases they are charging their American 
customers an excjptionally high price for 
an inferior article, and in fact are swindling 
by the help of the tariff. 
Protection protects so little that even 
iron ore has come to be a regular article of 
importation, and it is to be noted particu­ 
larly th at this kind of trade has grown with 
the growth of the tariff. 
Thus in 1800 
we imported but 17,000 tons of foreign 
pig iron; in 1S80, with a much higher tariff, 
we imported 784,000 tons. 
As to our mer­ 
cantile marine, everyone knows how that 
has declined under the blighting influence 
of the tariff; but it may still be interest­ 
ing to note the next figures. 
In 1800 we 
transported 00 per cent, of our imports in 
American vessels ; in 1870 it had fallen to 
35 per cent. ; in 1SS0 it wa3 17 per cent. ; 
and in 18S1 but 10 per cent. 
Thus 50 per 
cent, of loss has been registered in twen­ 
ty years, and if the saíne policy is pur­ 
sued it is certain that before 1890 there 
will be no record of our mercantile marine 
remaining. 
But the question ¡3, to what is 
all this restriction of American commerce 
tending? 
It is tending to 
a period 
of 
general 
overproduction, when 
the 
principles of 
Protection will cf neces­ 
sity force the country into the 
most 
serious 
difficulties. 
There 
is 
only 
one 
means of relief, and that is by 
extending onr markets ; hut the Penn­ 
sylvania school of economists set their 
iacos agaiust that enlightened method, aud 
so far as can be seen they have the control 
of the Government. 
I t is true that a 
change may take place in 1S84, but we 
have ceased to put much faith in the Free 
Trsde convictions of the Democrats, for 
they too have truckled in the most servile 
and cowardly way to the Pennsylvania 
men w hen the question was put to the test. 
If, however, the people of the United 
States can be made to realize the urgency 
of the danger which threatens them, no 
doubt they are able to support whatever 
party shall nave sagacity and courage 
enough to take its stand upon this issue 
and challenge 
the 
Protectionists to a 
pitched battle. In the absence of strenuous 
effort in this direction, however, we must 
expect th at before the close of the present 
decsde the country will have to endure 
much suffering.

the Lords, it is possible that he would be 
given the opportunity to prove his sincer­ 
ity. 
For the Lords are very earuest on 
this question, because they perceive that 
the subject of English land legislation is 
involved, and rather than have this for­ 
midable issue opened up, they might be 
wiliiDg to stand the risk of a worse gov­ 
ernment than Mr. Gladstone’s. 
And it 
must be admitted that the success of that 
statesman has not been at all commen­ 
surate with his boastings. 
His foreign 
policy has been little short of fatuous. 
He has thrown away advantages which I1Í3 
predecessor had obtained ; he has alienated 
his country from the most powerful Gov­ 
ernments of the continent; he has blun­ 
dered terribly on the Egyptian question ; 
he has allowed Bismarck to out-maueuver 
him at almost every p o in t; he has in fact 
diminished the prestige of England ÍD 
Europe. 
His Russian policy lias been 
obstinately 
foolish. 
He has given St. 
Petersburg 
everything it 
asked, 
and 
has 
actually 
paved 
the 
way 
for 
further 
Russian aggression 
in Central 
Asia. 
Against this unfortunate foreign 
policy must be set the Louie policy, and 
this has been productive of very little satis­ 
faction to anyone. 
In fact, although the 
Liberals abused tho Conservatives in the 
most unsparing manner when they them­ 
selves were "o n ts,” it does not appear 
that they have succeeded much, if at all, 
better in administering the Government, 
And though there is no Conservative 
statesman of special ability to take the lead 
now, it may be doubted whether even 
mediocre talent would not produce as good 
results as Mr. Giadstone’a splendid endow­ 
ments have brought forth. 
And for this 
among other reasons it is possible that his 
resignation would not he considered an 
irreparable calamity.

Some day the historian will 
have need for these statements, aB tending 
to illuminate and explain the beginnings of 
th at great convulsion in Russia whose 
earliest symptoms are even now appearing.

For night workers the best uietic plan 
includes a hearty breakfast when they rise, 
which is generally from 12 to 3 o’clock, 
some out-door 
exercise and relaxation 
should preceerl a good dinner, partaken of 
between 0 and 9 o’clock at night, before 
beginning work. 
If the work is to con­ 
tinue until 4 or 5 in the morning, a light 
but nutritious repast should be 
eaten 
shortly after midnight, in order to fortify 
the system for labor during the lionrs im­ 
mediately following, when tho vital powers 
are most enfeebled. 
W hen the work is 
done, and before retiring, a very simple 
lunch should be takeu iu tbe form of a cup 
of good hot broth or beef tea, or a glass 
of light wine and a couple of crackers. 
This will generally insure sleep liy w ith­ 
drawing the blood from the brain, where 
it has been concentrated by mental effort. 
In ordinary cases of sleepnessness, not con­ 
firmed by long-continaed habit, a light 
meal of this kind will generally prove a 
remedy. 
The substitution of pliosphatic 
or so-called brain anrl nerve foods for a 
well-chosen regular diet is much to be re­ 
probated ; however excellent these prep­ 
arations may be as adjuncts, a man might 
as well expect to work indefinitely upon 
the stimulation of alcohol as to live upon 
them without the necessary supplement ol 
ordinary nutritious diet. 
By attention to 
these details, and by securing sufficient 
sleep, uight-workers can preserve their 
health under ordinary circumstances.—

POLICE INVESTIGATION. 


The investigation of the ch: rges pgiicct 
officer T. W. Valentine by the Police Com* 
mUsioners too!; place yesterday afternoon. 
The charges were preferred by 11. Ls&ky, and 
have been heretofore published in these col­ 
umns. Valentine was represented by R. M. 
'larken, and by request of the CommiaJon 
. A. Aaclsrson appeared for the prosecu­ 
tion. Valentine pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. 
B. L n V y was sworn. His statement did 
not materially differ irom the charges which 
he preferred against the officer, and which 
have heretofore been published, 
lie stated 
that when he gave up the coat referred to, be 
did so at *ht request of the officer. The offi­ 
cer told him that he wished to deliver the 
coat to the riahtfu! owner, and that he would 
see that Risky received his six dollars, and 
that he had promised the young man who 
had sold the stolen garment that he would 
not prosecute him. Valentine told him six 
weeks ago that ha b1 ill had the coat, and 
would not give it up until he got the six 
dollars. 
R, W. Dunlevy, b-:icp sworn, testified that 
two week since he was directed by the G'flief 
to instruct Valentine to either return the 
coat or th - money to Mr. Lasky. 
Mr. Val­ 
entine said he would pay the money when be 
got i t ; that the coat had already been re­ 
turned to the owner. 
The following receipt was offered by the 
City Attorney and put ia evidence : 
Sax F rancisco, February 2 0 ,1SS2. 
Ms. Yjlxntixk: I hereby certify th at 1 received 
my overcoat about six weeks ago through Wells. 
Fargo & Co., and have Ihe receipt for 
which i 
sent to you, officer Valentine, for which 1 hold 
Wells, F a a o ’s receipt. 
JOHN J. STREULI, 
Swiss Brewery, 416 Dupont St., San Francisco. 
Israel Dunlap being duly sworn, testified 
to his purchase of the coat from Lasky ; also 
to the fact of Valentine coming to his shop 
with two me n, one who claimed that the coat 
was his, and stated that this was the second 
time that this coat was rtoltn. The cuat.was 
worth about $50. 
F. W. Valentine being sworn, said Streuli 
came to him and told him of losing his cea-, 
and described the garment to him. He went 
to Laeky and adted if he had purchased the 
coat. 
He emphatically denied it, when 
Smith informed á ;reuli of the fact that he had 
sold the coat to Dunlap. Lasky was con­ 
fronted with this evidence, and theu he ad­ 
mitted that he sold the coat to Dunlap, We 
then recovered the coat as has been stated. 
ICoow nothing iu regard to any cojiversa'ion 
in which he ever told Lasky that the thief 
would not be prosecuted. Streuli said he 
would pay him for his trouble taken ia 
getting the coat, and when ha received the 
money he supposed that the $0 received was 
to recompense him for his trouble, and not to 
pay over to Sir. Lasky. He received the $G 
before he sent the coat. Knew that Smith 
was guilty of a misdemeanor. Reported it 
to the Chief. 
Didn’t know whether he did 
right in irking a reward or not. 
He knew 
that all Ilia officers received rewards for pri­ 
vate service. 
He had been on the force for 
five years and knew that it was nothing un­ 
usual for officers of the police force to receive 
rewards. 
The Chief has received a “ divvy ” 
of what I have received. 
He could name 
\ others of the force who received “ divvies." 
He had received and divided on several occa­ 
sions. 
Ha was suspended once before, and 
had a trial bef re this Commission. 
The 
charges were preferred by “ Soap.” The re­ 
sult cf that examioati m was that “ Soap” 
was sent to San Quentin for perjury for a 
term of three years. 
The City Attorney read, from Ihe city ordi­ 
nances the following: ‘ No officer or member 
of the Polite Department shall engage in any 
other Lusiness, or receive or accept any other 
compensation or reward for his eervicep, than 
his salary; nor shall he receive, accept, or 
retain any present for any service rendered 
as an officer or member of the Police Depart­ 
ment ; nor shall ho suffer or allow any such 
present to be made to or retained by any 
other person for him, nor any member of his 
family. 
If any present be tendered to any 
auvli officer, he shall within- twenty-four 
hours report the earn», with the facts, to the 
Chief of Police, who shall report the same to 
the BoarTof Pi lice Commissioners,” etc. 
Chief K ircher arose and denied iu the most 
emphatic luauuer th *t he ever had received 
one cent from Mr. Valentine iu any divvy 
with him, or in any way whatsoever. 
He 
denounced the accujalion as being eutirelv 
false. He also slated that the testimony of 
Valentine ia ether particulars was untrue. 
After short arguments by the counsel, the 
Commissioners retired and returned in about 
five minutes with a verdict of “ guilty as 
charged.’’ 
Judgment will be pronounced 
next Wedaesday at 10 o'clock A M.

seen far iu advance of the Etorm, as much as 
a thousand (and sometimes more) miles in 
advance of the storm centers, making them 
one of the surest indicator? of an approaching 
storm, even better at times than the barome­ 
ter. Theee clouds coming from the Dorth- 
we-t lest night shows the storm’s tendency 
is the southeast, and if that be true it may 
yet reach us and give us even half os much 
lain as it didOlymnhia and Portland. It would 
add many dollars to this year’s wheat crop.

Surely if happiness can ever come from the 
honors or triumphs of this world, on that 
quiet July morning Jam es A. Garfield may 
well have been a happy man. 
No foreboding 
o? evil haunted him, not the slightest pre­ 
monition of danger clouded his star. 
His 
terrible fate was upon him in an instant. One 
mo nent he stood erect, strong, confident of 
the years stretching peacefully out before 
him. 
The next he lay wounded, bleeding, 
helplcs», doomed to m any weeks of torture, 
to silence and to ths grave. 
Great in life, he 
was u asu rpassingly gxeat in death. 
For no 
cause, ia the vtry frenzy of wantonness and 
wickedness, by the red hand of a murderer, 
he was thrust f.om tbe fuil tide of this 
world’s interests, from its hopes, its aspira­ 
tions, its victories, into the visible presence 
of D eafh ; and he did not quail. 


CONCLUSION. 
The eulogy was concluded at 1:50 p . m ., 
having taken just an hour and a half for its 
delivery. 
As M r. B!a:ne uttered the last 
s >ltmu words, the spectators bioke into a 
storm of applause, which was not bushe^l

Benediction was then offered by 
Rev. Dr. Bullock, and the M arine band 
played the Garfield Dead M arch as the in­ 
vited guests filed out of the chamb r ia the 
same order in which they entered. 


THE HOUSE. 
The House was then called to order, and a 
concurrent resolution adopted that the thanks 
of Congress are hereby presented to Hon. 
Jam es G. Blaine for the appropriate memo­ 
rial address delivered by him, th at he furnish 
it for publication,and on motion of M cKinrey, 
as a further m ark of respect, adjpurned. 


THE SENATE. 
The Senate, upon its return from the me­ 
morial exercises, adjourned.
